OTTAWA, July 3. — In the 
course of telegraphic correspond- 
ence, copies of which were tabled 
in the House of Commons today, 
Premier J. G. Gardiner of Saskat- 
chewan accused Prime Minister 
R. B. Bennett of “importing” 4 
problem into Saskatchewan and 
taking steps to keep it there. 

“This province had no problem 
until you imported one into Saskat 
chewan and took steps to see that 
it remained there,” Mr. Gardiner 
wired the prime minister on June 7 
| The correspondence disclosed the 
decision of the federal government 
to order Mounted Police to stop 
further trespass on the railways 
when the relief strikers had reach- 
ed Regina. This action was taken 
when the railways had exercised 
their constitutional right to seek 
Dominion assistance in coping with 
a situation involving danger to life 
and property 

Mr. Gardiner'’s chief complaint 
was that the action was taken at 
a time when the strikers were in 
his capital city, and that the 
Royal Canadian Mounted Police,

au By R. T. ELILIOTT. K.C.. 


The Chinese theory is that any invading force is steadily and 
Surely absorbed into the national life, so that the invaders be- 
come Chinese in mode of thought and life 

The extent to which this is true has forced itself upon the 
attention of the Japanese. The experience in dealing with the 
Koreans has also been helpful in approaching the Manchukuo 
problem 

As a result the Japanese have decided that the primary pri 
blem is educational; and that the Chinese method of confining 
Study to the memorizing of abstract knowledge, was the fatalistic 
power which drew life in China into the family and village pat- 
tern, growing like ivy so as to encircle and overcome any alien 
elements. 

Accordingly in making wide and efficient provision for the 
education of the children of the thirty million Chinese people 
residing in Manchukuo, the pursuit of abstract knowledge and 
pure theory is barred. As soon as the elementary reading, writing 
and arithmetic have been learned, the attention of the pup! 
turned to technical education—and, so far as possible, exclusive: 

The Japanese belief is, from a political standpoint, an indivi- 
dual trained to use his head and his hands so as to be able to earn 
a living efficiently in any company, and thereby becoming free 
from local ties, is not liable to spend much time meditating on his 
ancestors, and is not liable to be tied tightly to the village ef 
birth or to tradition 

The Japanese belief also seems to be that the individual 
trained to use s head and his hands will make an efficient mem- 
ber of a moc nechanically equipped, army 

The number of children being given an intensive technical 
training will soon ened the two million mark in Manchukuo; and 


, of course, also learns that all the technical equipment 
placed at his disposal is of Japanese origin

Possibly, and even probably, life force made 
by technical training will overcome the ties of tradition, and the 
whole Chinese race may turn to constructive efficiency and for- 
sake the fatalistic ancestor worship and control of village law. 


By converting the fast growing population of Manchukuo into 
an efficient, constructive world force, the Japanese may be sowing 
dragon's teeth, because a century is only a minute in world life, 
and neither Japan or any other nation could stay the force of
